SCHOOL BANKS IN FORT WAYNE. 


>. The progress of the school hank experiment, 
jriiich has just been launched at the Jefferson 
•chool for its initial trial in Fort Wayne, will be 
jrttched with considerable public interest, and it 
promises so well that the work is likely to spread to 
Seller schools. 
Concordia college has for some 


years maintained a bank for its students, but here 
Jthe primary idea has been to exercise proper su- 
perriaion over expenditures of the college boys 
'rather than to encourage the accumulation of a 
.bank account by systematic saving 


In the case of the school bank just opened at the 


Ueffewon building, the hope is that the children 
may be induced to save the nickels and the dimes 
that might otherwise be expended for childish lux- 
tries, and to give them a practical illustration of 
the augmentation of their savings by accumulated 
interest. Little expenses is attached, to .the .enter: 
prise, and the funds of the children, received once 
;a week on Monday which has been designated as 
deposit day, are simply redeposited in one of, the 
city trust companies, where the interest accumula- 
tion is earned for the young depositors.

New York state primaries in every dis- 
trict where they opposed candidates de- 
signated by the regular republican or- 


- ganization and claimed by the followers 


of President Taft. 


-• 
The Taft campaign managers declared 


today at least eighty-three of New 


, 
York's ninety delegates would go to 
Cjucago favoring the president's nomi- 
nation. This estimate includes the four 


- delegates at large to be chosen at the 
, state convention-on April'Othy.. " 


, The rer-aining .seven delegates were 
designated by .the regular .-district or.; 
ganizations, but conceded to Col; Roose- 
velt, Col/ Roosevelt lost the onlj; two 
fights his supporters martb <'up state" 
iind the returns;"from the fifteen con- 
tested districts in Now York city and 


-• Long Island gave his opponents a plu- 


rality averaging'more than two to one. 


Will Concentrate Fight. 


Col. 
Roosevelt's supporters now are 


expected to concentrate their attention 
on the sl^te convention in an effort 'to 
prevent the Taft nen from sending to 
Chicago an instructed delegation. The 
primary law in operation yesterday did 
not permit specific instructions of the 


, ,, delegates, at the time they were elected. 


' The leaders concede that the action of 


the New York delegation will be in- 


' 
lluenced somewhat by the results in 
other states that hold primaries.or con- 
ventions during 'the interval before the 
New York convention. 


The Roosevelt campaigners., confined 


their statements to declarations re'gnrd- 
'ing the confusion that reigned in New 
York city from'the failure to'deliver an 
adequate number of ballots. ' Former 
Judge Charles H. Duel!, chairman of the 
Roosevelt citizens' committee-and Cnaif- 


man Kociiig, of the republican county 
committee both declared they would ap- 
peul- to Goveruor Dix for a second pri- 
mnry in New York 'city. 


Each Blaming Other, 


Roosevelt partisans charged the fail- 


ure to provide ballots in all districts to 
tlia machinations . of their opponents. 
The organization men on the other hand 
united with the printers in attributing 
Hie situation to. the court action brought 
by the Roosevelt forces-in their unsuc- 
cessful attempt to have the names of 
their delegates printed at the head of 
the ticket. This, the printers say, de- 
layed their work u week and the monu- 
mental nature of the task mads it im- 
possible to get the ballots ready in time 
for the election. 


A new primary" .in New York city, it 


is estimated, would cost something like 
$150,000 since ballots costing $70,000 
would have to bo re-printed and the 
whole election machinery revived. 


CALLS II "SCANDALOUS." 


Col.- Roosevelt Denounces Methods Used 


in Primaries. 


New 
York , March 27.—Theodore 


Roosevelt left" late yesterday on his 
western speech-making tour, protesting 
vigorously against what he declared to 
be the "scandalous" way the "county 
machine" was behaving in connection 
with the primary fight then, in full pro- 
gress. He called up Police Commission- 
er Waldo on the telephone from his ed- 
itorial offices and protested ^against the 
refusal of Mayor '-Gaynor to afford po- 
lice protection to Roosevelt watchers at 
the primaries. He wald^.that Commis- 
sioner Waldo promised that his inter- 
ests-would be protected at tho various 
voting "places." 


"There has never been anything more 


scandalous," said 
Colonel • Roosevelt, 


"than, the way the county machine-is 
conducting,this fight for President Taft 
in New .York county. "They first threw 
out air inspectors who were known to 
favor my candidacy, and I have just re- 
ceived word that the' Hoosevelt watch- 
ers have been thrown out of the polling 
places." 


PRESIDENT "MUCH PLEASED. 


Washington, March.27.—Shortly after 


midnight -President Taft called State 
Chairman Barnes and County Chairman 
Koenig over the long-distance telephone 
and warmly congratulated and thanked 
them for their victory in the primaries. 


Though obviously delighted' over the 


result, he had no statetnent to make.

Washington. Jlarch 27.—That U»e tariff 


board in its report to congress ^.ou the 
wool schedule proceeded upon an entirely 
erroneous theory, and that its report was 
"untenable," is the conclusion of the 
democratic members of the ways and 
ravaus committee of the house,"Hi Mt 
forth in a report prepared by Represen- 
tative Underwood, chairman of the com- 
mittee, in connection with th« re-intro- 
duction of the wool bill plucing a 20 per 
cent, ad velorem duty ou raw wool. 


This hill, which after slight revision, 


iu (,'oufercnee last summer, was vetoed by 
President Taft, who gave thwi as liis 
principal reason for exercise of the veto 
power that the tariff board had made no 
report on the subject. Last December the 
board reported that the democratic mem- 
bers of the ways and menu committee, 
after an analysis of this report, re- 
introduced the old bill, claiming that 
there,was nothing in that report to jus 
tify any change.. 


The Committee's Conclusion. 


Summarizing tliu conclusion of 
the 


committee, Chairman Underwood says: 


"A careful and painstaking analysis of 


the wool report of the tariff board dic- 
tates conclusions as follows: 


"Tho theory of applying tariff duties 


according to thc^diffcrcnce in the cost of 
production in this iind in foreign coun- 
tries, upon which the board has projected 
mid prepared, its report, is entirely cr 
roiicous and tin tenable. Furthermore, if 
this theory could have been systematical 
ly and carefully applied, it would not 
have afforded trustworthy results for 
guidance in preparing tariff legislation 


"The board\ report is fragmentary 


;ind incomplete, and rcsta on nn incorred 
statistical basis. Hence it has no claims 
to confidence for the results set forth 
therein, even should the reliability ol 
the theory of the cost of production be 
conceded. 


"Those persons who nre willing to over 


look the lack of theoretical soundness 
and of statistical accuracy, will find the 
data of the report too fragmentary ant 
incomplete to admit of conclusions with 
reference to rates of 'tariff duty. Even 
under tbo most favorable interpretation 
of the report, conclusions as to duties can 
be reached for only a few paragraphs o: 
'the wool schedule, and for these pant- 
graphs it ii not possible to formulate 
definite conclusions, because the figure* 
vary widely, and seriously lack uni- 
formity and comparability. 
So much in 


this tho case that jifttiflcatiou' ig appar 
ently afforded in the report for rates 
that are in conflict with one anotherA I 
ia thus seen that the report leave* the 
question of the tariff on wool aa much 
unsolved as before the.tariff board was 
formed. 


"So far as conclusions can be drawn 


from the board's report, it 'furnishes 
nothing to justify- any change in th( 
rates proposed in the present bill. 


I}ow Computations Were Made. 


"In making the computations 
from 


which hove resulted the rates a» justi 
ficd by the tariff board's data, the mos 
expensive tmd difficult conditions indi 
cated by the data as attending produc 
tion have been employed with » view to 
being moro than, just in the conclusions 
The necessity of protection-, to equalize 
the difference in the cost of protection 
beyond the rates carried by this bill ex 
ists in but few instances, and these are 
in all probability the .result of high. 
costs which have been ..presented by the 
board" arid used in the computations. 


"In preparing this bill of last session 


and H. R. 22105 of this session no inten 
tional provision was uiade for protection 
the endeavor being to reduce and adjue- 
rates with a view to producing the Inrg 
eat amount of revenue consistent witl 
the proper consideration of the consumer 
It is believed that the rates of this bil 
approach very closely, at least, to th< 
best revenue "producing points, aud tha' 
fates should, if enacted into law, pcrmif 
such quantities of imports as will ef 
foctively regulate domestic: prices. Sue! 
competftion would be an important scrv 
ice to the people, as it would encourage 
increased consumption and production by 
making more nearly normal the condi 
lions of supply and demand. The ro 
port of the tariff board, so far as it ad 
mits of- conclusions, shows that 
the 


rates which meet the consumer's needs 
also sufficiently satisfy those of tho pro- 
ducer." 


After revcwing tlic democratic attempt 


of last year to secure revision of the wool 
schedule and the president's veto, the 
committee quoted the report on the orig- 
inal wool bill tolhe effect that "it would 
•be trifling .with thr. people to give fur- 
ther consideration to republican counsels 
of more delay in this matter." 


Was Forced to Delay. 


"Notwithstanding this convir^jn," Qie 


report continues, "the democratic major- 
ity of the house of representatives, im- 
patient'to respond to the demands of 
tho people for the speedy revision of n 
schedule of indefensible rates, was forced 
to delay further efforts to respond to the 
protests of the American people." 


The message of the president submit- 


ting the report of the tariff board and 
his recommendntions that the board's 
findings be used «s a basis Tor. a re- 
duction of rates,- is then quoted, and 
tho committee comments. 


"The committee lias made a careful 


anaylsis of the report of the tariff board 
in order to interpret the findings and to 
discover in what particulars the com- 
mittee's bill of the last session was defec- 
tive, or failed to adjust the duties in an 
equitable and proper manner. This an- 
alysis has failed to reveal anything that 
requires a single clmnprc in the ratc.s 
fixed in the committee's bill, nnil the 
committee is constrained to present ajjain 
the results of its investigations of last 
summer, as embodied in the bill pre- 
fcntcd to the house at that time. 


"A sahown in the analysis, the data 


of the report of the tariff board have 
been found to bo diffuse and 
wtsya-. 


tcmatic. to present insipnficant findings 
and, 
as stated to afford the committee no 


valid reason for any change in its rec- 
ommendations of last session with re- 
gard to the ratos of schedule K." 


The report of the committee further 


statrs that the tariff 
board's report 


largely consisted of n study of what is 
called "comparative cost of production 
of wools 2ml manufacture1; of wools in 
variov« rnun(ri<!?.v ami of iiiis it says: 


Where Board's View Rests. 


"The view. Uwl. thr prnpcr Isj?;* for 


tariff duties'is found 
by comparing 


atOBer coets of production, rests upon 
the opinion that money costs represent 
he relative degrees of sacrifice involved 
a turning out commodities of a given 
;ind ia -various countries. For instance, 
f it be attuned that if a given unit of 


certain, commodity can be produced :n 


Enriaid at one dollar, or the equivalent 
of that sum, while ia the United States 
he «ion«y expenses of production is 
$1,25, it is necessary to have a tariff 
duty equal to the difference in these 
uoaey expenses of production, or cer- 
tainly to the difference in money ex- 
tenses minus the allowance for variation* 
in freight rate*, in order to place the 
>roducer« iu the two countries upon au 
squal market footing. 
If this is not 


i, it will be possible for the producer 


n the country where money expenses 
are lowest to drive out of bushiest the 
»roducer in the country where money ex- 
cuses are highest. This assumption is 
)ased upon an erroneous vew of interim- 
ioiul trade, and finds no warrant what- 
ever in economic reasoning." 


Points Out Oil erence. 


Th» democratic report discusses this 


matter at great length, and points out 
that in every country there is a great 
range of difference in cost. 


"Beside these considerations," the n- 


sort «ay», "it should be noted that in 
svery country there is a great range of 
difference in cost of production. Scarcely 
and commodity can be said to have a 
uniform cost of production. 
There is 


more difference, u a rule, between dif- 
ferent factories iu" the same country, 
Jjan there is between the best and poor- 
est factories in one country and those of 
corresponding", grades in another. 
This 


ms been amply illuitrated by the work 
of the tariff board itself. Iu its report 
on pulp and paper, the board found little 
difference in money cogt of 1 reduction be- 
tween the United States and Canada, in 
the best mills, but it did find very, great 
difference iiftaoaey cost of production be- 
tween the best and poorest mills in the 
United States. The indication would 
have been, therefore, that while protec- 
tion was not needed by the best factories 
in the United States against the Can- 
adian, it was needed by the poorer fac- 
tories in the United States against the 
better factories in this country, but not 
against those in Canada, Owing to this 
variation in cost of production within the 
same country, it It not possible to com- 
pare in absolute terms the productive 
power of ono country with that of an- 
other. 


"Even if it be granted, however, that 


an ascertainment of differences in money 
cost of production—whether highest, 
average, or lowest—would furnish a 
guide to the proper amount of tariff 
duty seeded for protective purposes, the 
problem would remain whether money 
expenses of production could be ascer- 
tained in such a way as to render the 
method available. 
Experience, as well 


as theoretical considerations, show that 
this is not the case." 


The committee, averring that "the re- 


port of the tariff board is not a tariff 
document," says on that pointi 


Analysis of Expense Only. 


"Probably the most striking feature of 


the report of the tariff board is that it 
contains little with reference to the 
tariff.. It ii primarily an analysis of the 
money expenses Involved in the produc- 
tion and manufacture of wool. 


"Volume I of the report, containing 


the message of the president, letter of 
submittal, summary of findings, and 
glossary, will undoubtedly be of use in 
explaining to tho public the significance 
of the existing tariff and of the terms 
used in it. 
Tho volume probably con- 


tains little that was not already avail- 
able to any member of congress who 
choie to avail himself of the facilities at 
his command. It is essentially a clerical 
or library compilation from 
printed 


sources, and as such, affords little other 
than Its convenient form that is of aerv- 
ice to the practical legislator. 


"Volume IV, wages and efficiency of 


labor and machinery in 
the 
United 


States,'treats a subject which has already 
been exhaustively discussed by 
the 


TJnitcd States immigration commission 
in reports, on the woolen industry, and 
the tariff board undoubtedly drew -upon 
this source. Wiatever may be the in- 
trinsic value of this .volume and how- 
ever serviceable it may be to students 
for-reference, as a contribution to tariff 
discussion at tho present time it has no 
value, because it does not contain, or 
profess to contain, comparative material 
on efficiency in foreign countries. 
It 


deals only with American conditions. 


"Volume III contains a discussion of 


manufacturing 
costs, tops, yarn and 


cloth, and ready-made clothing. About 
one-fourth of the volume ia devoted to 
a study of ready-made clothing—a sub- 
ject fully covered by the immigration 
commission in a report that has been 
available for some time, which was pre- 
pared at great expense. 


"Apparently the chief reason for un- 


dertaking this inquiry was the opinion 
that it .would thus be possible to dem- 
onstrate the relative insignificance of 
woolen goods as an item of common 
consumption. It may be concluded that, 
so far as the question of tariff rates on 
wool and woolen cloths is concerned, 
that part of the.board's report which 
relates to ready-made clothing is largely 
irrelevant.:l 


Tariff Board's Attitude. 


The conmiHtle charges that the tariff 


board in its 
investigations proceeded 


upon the theory that maintenance of ex- 
isting tariff was necessary, stating: 


"Throughout its investigation of costs 


of production, the (ariff board-apparent- 
ly considers the maintenance of the ex- 
isting tariff, or something appro.xim.itcly 
to it, fundamcDtal and necessary. There- 
by it adds very greatly to the "cost" 
stated as representative of tho necessi-

dustry under existing conditions. This .« 
an error which runs practically through- 
out the whole report and which needs to 
be considered very carefully .in order to 
realize the far-reaching character of the 
modifications which it involves." 


Justifies Its Recommendations. 


The committee discusses at length the 


conditions relating to the production of 
raw wool in this country and abroad, 
and, after reviewing the three classes of 
wool as considered in the report and in. 
the Payne-Aldrich bill, the committee 
says, in justification of the bill placing 
a revenue duty of 20 per cent, on raw 
wool: 


"Class HI wool needs no protection, 


because it is scarcely produced at all in 
the United Slates. 


"Class n wool needs no protection, be- 


cause thoso of our wools which compete 
with it are produced at a very low cost 
of production. 


"Class I Wools need no protection as 


indicted by actual figures of sales. As 
shown by estimated co9*t of production, 
the needed duty would not exceed 16 to 20 
per cent. A duty of 25 per cent, would 
be considerably in excess of the require- 
ments of production in the west that are 
indicated by the figures of the board; 
whilo in the Ohio region the industry is 
partly at least, incidental to general 
farming and can not be considered on 
the competitive footing." 


Every item in the wool schedule as 


treated by the tariff board is analyzed at 
length by the committee, such as tops, 
noils, yarns, cloths, carpets, etc., and 
the report submits that there is nothing 


to justify *, change from the rates pro- 
posed in the Underwood hill. 


Regarding clothing th« report says: 
"There is no definite information in 


the board's data regarding the cost sf 
manufacturing 
clothing, inasmuch as 


costs do not appear to have been ascer- 
tained abroad upon the same 
basis. 


About all that can be said, therefore, is 
that so far as the board's information 
goes, there is no reason for increasing 
the tariff on ready-made clothing above 
the rate of tariff imposed upon the cloth 
and material out of which such clothing 
is made. The rate of duty fixed in this 
bill upon ready-made clothing was 45 per 
cent., which was the highest rate given 
upon any article provided for in the bill 
except carpets." 


Inviting the democrats of tho house 


to join them in passing the republican 
wool bill and "make a. radical reduction 
now instead of preventing a reduction," 
the republican members of the •ways 
and means committee today submitted 
a. report on the minority bill, introduced 
last week, which would reduce the wool 
duties about 40 per cent from the rates 
under the Payne-AMrich bill.

Move to Obtain Vote. 


The progressive republicans were quick 


to take in the situation. They were 
aware that six of tho seven senators 
absent without a pair, favored the. re- 
tention of Senator Stephenson, and that 
most if not all of them, will return to 
Washington in time to pwticipate in. the 
proceedings. 
Therefore 
they 
directed 


their efforts to obtain a vote yesterday. 


Senator .Bristow, of .Kansas, refused 


unanimous consent to the motion made 
hy Mr. Heyburn for a recess. When he, 
was induced to withdraw his objection, 
Mr. Poinrlexter, of Washington, another 
progressive, renewed the objection. 


^ Senator Root, of New York, who had 
delivered a defense of Mr. Stcphenson 
during the afternoon, had furnished tho 
progressive republicans with the ammu- 
nition they desired by urging that the 
senate shc-uld continue in session to 
hear some of the speeches which re- 
mained to be delivered. 


Senator Lea, of Tennessee, and Senator 


Fomerene, democrats, had declared their 
intention to speak and both were pres- 
ent. 
They remained silent, however, 


when the presiding officer, Mr. Brando- 
gee, of Connecticut, a Stephenson sup- 
porter, was forced to announce that the 
question was on the adoption of the res- 
olution which had been offered by Sen- 
ator Jones, of Washington, declaring 
that Mr. Stephenson is not entitled to 
occupy a seat in the senate. 


Mr. Hcyburn appealed to Senator Root 


and Senator Lodge for assistance. Mo 
one arose, however, to take the floor. 
When the question was put Senatoi; Hey- 
burn in his confusion voted in favor of 
the resolution. Before the result .of the 
viva voce vote-could be announced, a de- 
:nan<! was made for a. roll call.

A murmur spread over the- senate 


when the name of Mr. Lorimer was 
readied. The senator whose title to a 
feat will be voted upon in committee 
today, recorded himself as opposed to 
the unseating of the Wisconsin senator. 


Mr. Stcphenson occupied a scat upon 


the floor during the speeches delivered by 
Senators Root and Borah, He showed 
marked signs of excitement. He retired 
to a cloakroom when a motion was made 
to take a recess and under the impres- 
sion that a vote was being taken upon 
his title to a seat. When the announce- 
ment was made that the motion was 
defeated. Mr. Stephenson entered the 
chamber under the impression that hu 
had been vindicated. 
An explanation 


by a friend of the real situation caused 
him to beat a hasty retreat and he did 
nol. again appear during the afternoon. • 


As mon as the defeat of the ..loncs 


resolution was announced Mr. Heyburn. 
in thc> hope tha.t
